REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1 . S The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

In the remarks, applicant argues that ItofU.S. Patent 6144763) does not disclose memory which contains information of 
plurality of color components and releasing of memory space assigned to color components when distribution concentrates on 
one of plurality of color components. Ito discloses a monochrome mode which corresponds to a color distribution concentrating 
on one color component. When the monochrome mode is selected the code amount controller 36 releases memory by chaning 
the amount of allocation for chrominance data (column 10, lines 63-67: column 11, lines 1-10: column 12, lines 36-42). The 
resultant memory space is based on the released space corresponding to chrominance data when the monochrome mode is 
selected. Ito discloses of storing chrominance information in memory (column 5, lines 45-67; column 6, lines 1-8). Further 
applicant argues that Asada (U.S. Patent 5018008) does not disclose distribution-measurement unit to measure distribution of 
plurality of color component and determining that distribution concentrates on one of plurality of color components. Asada 
teaches method of calculating a ratio of pixels which are in a certain color range out of plurality of color (column 8, lines 27-61: 
column 9, lines 1-12). The calculated ratio is a measure of the distribution of color. When the ratio is high enough then 
distribution concentrates on the memory color. Asada further discloses of plurality of memory colors (column 9. lines 58-68).
